PER  DIEM  ALLOWANCES  FOR  BUREAU  EMPLOYEES 

Effective  October  1,  1946,  the  per  diem  in  lieu  of  subsistence  schedule  for 
officials  and  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  will  be  as  follows: 

$6.00  per  diem  for  travel  out  of  Washington  and  Beltsville,  Md.;  officials  in 
charge  of  field  stations  and  those  acting  as  assistants  to  such  officials  in 
charge;   State-wide  operatives  and  supervisors;  those  assigned  to  relief 
duty;  staffs  of  regional  laboratories;  and  transfers  from  one  headquarters 
to  another. 
$5.60  per  diem  for  general  field  travel  by  other  employees. 
$4.00  per  diem  for  certain  agents  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona. 
$3.00  per  diem  for  agents  assigned  to  trailer  laboratories. 
When  an  employee  is  to  be  at  one  point  for  an  extended  period,  the  per  diem 
rate  will  be  the  subject  of  special  consideration. 
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
